Slaughter  steers  sold  25$-$1.25  higher, 
heifers  25$-$ 1.00  up.     The  upturns  were 
prompted  by  broad  demand  and  higher  dressed 
prices  which  more  than  offset  the  influence  of 
moderately  increased  receipts.     Slaughter  cows 
were  generally  25-50$  higher.     Fairly  liberal 
mid-August  marketings  feeder  cattle  and  calves 
sold  steady  to  50$  higher.     Barrows  and  gilts 
were  generally  steady  to  25$  lower.     Sows 
steady  to  50$  higher  at  most  terminals  but 
steady  to  25$  lower  in  midwest  interior  areas. 
Spring  slaughter  lambs  closed  steady  to  $1.00 
lower. 

SLAUGHTER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -     The  recent 
upswing  in  cattle  prices  moved  into  high  gear 
this  week  despite  a  moderately  increased  supply. 
Dressed  meat  prices  advanced  supporting  the 
upturn  In  live  prices. The  7  markets  received 
71,505  slaughter  steers  compared  with  66,364 
the  previous  week  and  82,535  a  year  ago,  while 
heifers  at  30,520  head  compared  with  25,314  and 
28,516.     The  average  weight  of  steers  at  the  7 
markets  dropped  to  1078#,   this  55#  below  a  year 
ago  and  the  lightest  since  September  1957*' 
Weight  continued  to  be  an  important  price  de- 
termining factor  as  the  broad   overall  demand 
centered  on  the  scant  volume  of  Choice  and 
Prime  steers  weighing  above  1200#.     Steers  sold 
25$-$1.25  higher,     mostly  50$-$1.00  up  with 
most  advance  on  Choice  and  Prime  offerings. 
The  average  price  of  slaughter  steers  at  the 
7  markets  reached  $26.94,  highest  since  the 
summer  of  1959.     Slaughter  heifers  25$-$1.00 
higher,  here  again  Choice  and  Prime  showing 
the  most  advance  with  best  outlet  for  weights 
900^  and  up.     Cows  also  shared  in  the  advance, 
generally  25-50$  higher,  bulls  steady  to  50$ 
higher.     Vealers  and  slaughter  calves  steady 
to  $2.00  lower.

FEEDER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -  Receipts  of 
feeder  cattle  and  calves  at  terminal  markets 
were  fairly  liberal  for  mid -August.     The 
seasonal  increase  in  numbers  was  due  princi- 
pally to  an  expansion  in  the  movement  from  the 
southwestern  and  western  plains  areas.     Market- 
ings from  the  western  and  northwestern  mountain 


areas  continued  relatively  small  but  at  Sioux 
City  supplies  included  a  few  loads  of  Canadian 
origin.     These  were  among  the  first  Canadians 
to  be  marketed  in  this  country  this  season. 
There  was  little  change  from  the  previous  week 
in  over-all  quality.     Good  and  Choice  grades 
predominated.     Favorable  pasture  conditions, 
ample  supplies  of  grainfeeds  and  an  upward 
spiral  in  slaughter  cattle  prices  in  recent 
months  has  encouraged  a  good  demand  for  feeders 
throughout  the  summer.     A  further  material  up- 
turn in  slaughter  cattle  prices  during  the  week 
under  review  gave  further  impetus  to  the  already 
good  feeder  demand  and  in  active  trading  prices 
ruled  unevenly  steady  to  50$  higher  and  gener- 
ally reached  new  high  levels  for  the  season. 
One  of  the  few  instances  where  a  divergent  trend 
was  noted  was  at  Wichita  where  Medium  and  low- 
Good  offerings  sold  50$-$1.00  lower.

BOSTON   WOOL  MARKET  REVIEW 
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Little  was  done  in  greasy  domestic  comb- 
ing wools  as  supplies  were  small  in  the  Boston 
market,  prices  held  steady.  Occasional  small 
sales  of  woolen  wools  and  noils  also  held 
steady.  Demand  was  best  for  white  lambs  wools 
grading  S6/S8s  and  finer  as  some  woolen  mills 
had  new  orders  for  spring  business. 

Results  of  the  sale  at  Albuquerque,  New 
Mexico  showed  approximately  816,000//  of  origi- 
nal bag,  bulk  fine  wool  at  firm  prices. 
Many  lots  contained  heavy  seed  and  burr  defect. 
Sales  in  Texas  were  limited.  Approximately 
750,000,/  of  new  clip  fall  wool  will  be  offered 
on  August  22  and  23  at  Del  Rio  and  on  August  24 
at  Uvalde.  There  was  no  activity  in  the  fleece 
wool  States. 

The  1962-1963  selling  season  will  resume 
at  Melbourne,  Australia  on  August  20.  At 
Dunedin,  New  Zealand  there  was  general  compe- 
tition in  a  firm  to  strong  market.  A  sale  was 
held  at  Timaru  on  August  16.  South  African 
auctions  will  resume  September  3  at  Capetown. 
There  were  occasional  small  sales  of  60s  and 
60/64s  in  Montevideo  for  shipment  to  this 
country  while  Buenos  Aires  continued  slow  but 
firm. 

The  Crop  Reporting  Board  of  the  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture  announced  the 
average  price  received  by  farmers  for  wool  on 
July  15,  1962  was  45. 70  per  grease  pound.  This 
compared  to  46. 40  for  June  15,  1962  and  42.10 
for  July  15,  1961. 

Fleece  VJools  -  There  was  little  fleece 
wool  remaining  on  offer.  Greasy  off  lambs 
wools,  including  stained,  gray,  black  of 
various  grades  sold  at  340  grease  basis. 

Territory  Wools  -  Approximately  816,000^ 
of  original  bag  wool,  bulk  fine,  mostly 
defective  seedy  and  burry,  average  to  good 
12  months  wool  sold  mostly  around  $1.22-1.27 
with  a  couple  lots  of  poor  style  wool  around 
.#1.12-1.15  clean  basis  and  at  grease  prices 
ranging  from  40-510  while  short  fine  wool  at 
310  grease  basis  was  estimated  at  about  31.05 
clean  basis,  delivered  East. 

Texas  V.'ools  -  Activity  in  Texas  was  very 
slow. 

Mohair  -  There  were  occasional  sales  of 
mohair  last  week  at  48^0  for  adult  and  86^0 
for  kid  hair  to  the  warehouse  with  offerings 
this  week  at  46^0  and  8l|0  for  adult  and  kid 
respectively  but  sales  were  insignificant. 

Foreign  V.'ools  -  Trade  in  spot  foreign 
wools  was  practically  at  a  standstill.  Very 
small  lots  of  Montevideo  60/64s  super  skirted 
wools  sold  for  shipment  around  ,21.04-1.05  and 
60s  around  31. 01-1. 02  in  bond,  while  small  lots 
of  greasy  Buenos  Aires  40s  lambs  wool  sold 
for  shipment  around  60-610  clean  wool  fibers 
present.  Greasy  1962-1963  Montevideo  super 
skirted  60/64s  were  offered  for  November- 
December  shipment  at  980,  60s  at  95-960  and 
60/58s  at  940,  all  clean  wool  fibers  present. 


At  the  Timaru  sale  on  August  16  good  general 
competition  prevailed  on  fleece  wools  with 
50s  and  coarser  wools  very  firm  while  52s  and 
finer  grades  moved  in  the  sellers1  favor. 
Good  style  crutchings  were  very  firm  with 
average  to  inferior  types  slightly  higher 
while  pieces  and  bellies  held  unchanged  with 
United  States  buyers  active  at  the  sale. 

Carpet  Wools  -  Turnover  of  spot  carpet 
wools  was  slow  and  trade  was  slow.  Greasy 
Buenos  Aires  carpet  fleeces  were  priced  at 
71-720,  November  wools  at  66-670,  March 
around  620  and  36/40s  lambs  wool  about  630. 
New  Zealand  early  shorn  wools  were  scarce  and 
quoted  at  67-680,  type  128  fleeces  at  730  and 
702/3  crutchings  at  580.  A  white  Greek  pulled 
carpet  wool  was  offered  at  640  for  shipment. 
All  above  on  a  clean  wool  fibers  present  basis.

LESS  THAN  CAHLOT  NEAT  TRADE  REVIEW 

EASTERN  SEABOARD  -  Steer  carcass  prices 
were  50fS-$2.50  higher,  mostly  $1.50  up.   Cow 
beef  was  50(t-$1.50  up.  Veal  prices  were  mostly 
$1.00-2.00  higher;  lamb  steady  to  $1.00  higher, 
while  the  major  portion  sold  $1.00  lower  at 
New  York.   Pork  loins  were  generally  $1.00-3.00 
lower  along  the  seacoast  but  were  $1.00  higher 
at  New  York. 

Prices  were  $2.00-3.00  higher  for  kosher 
steer  fore quarters;  lamb  steady  to  weak.  Bulk 
veal  and  calf  sold  steady,  instances  $1.00 
higher. 

Supplies  of  steer  and  coif  beef  as  well  as 
pork  were  moderate.  Veal,  calf  and  spring 
lamb  near  normal.   Trading  was  moderately  ac- 
tive to  brisk  for  steer  beef.  At  New  York  re- 
tailers were  very  aggressive  for  steer  cuts 
which  generally  sold  at  prices  higher  than  a 
week  ago.   Outlet  was  fair  for  cow  beef.  Veal 
and  calf  hindsaddles  sold  at  a  fair  pace,  but 
activity  lagged  for  foresaddles.  Supplies  of 
Choice  and  Prime  veal  carcasses  were  scarce. 
Outlet  was  fair  for  lamb.  However,  at  New  York 
some  chain  accounts  were  active  on  lamb  hind- 
saddles  and  in  view  of  slow  trade  for  fore- 
saddles  accumulations  were  only  moderate  at 
the  close.   The  pork  trade  was  only  moderately 
active,  but  below  normal  supplies  cleared 
promptly  along  the  Eastern  Seaboard. 

CHICAGO  -  Steer  and  heifer  beef  sold 
$1.00-2.00  higher,  veal  and  spring  lamb  steady, 
pork  loins  8-16#  $1.00-1.50  higher,  Boston 
butts  4-8#  $1.00-1.50  lower,  spareribs  3#  down 
50£  lower. 

Fresh  meat  supply  was  moderate  during  the 
current  period.  Steesr  and  heifer  beef  largely 
Good  to  average-Choice  quality,  with  weights 
under  700#  comprising  the  bulk  of  the  steer 
supply.  More  heifer  beef  under  500#  appeared 
on  the  market  than  normal.  While  a  few  more 
spring  lambs  55-65#  were  available,  bulk  still 
consisted  of  35-55#  carcasses. 

Carcass  beef  trade  generally  ruled  moder- 
ately active  but  primal  cuts  again  accounted 
for  most  tonnage  leaving  wholesale  houses. 
Arm  and  squarecut  chucks,  ribs  over  30#  and 
loins  over  60#  met  a  good  demand,  latter  items 
short  in  some  instances.  Other  weight  ribs, 
loins  and  rounds  were  less  active  but  usually 
had  adequate  outlets.  Veal  trade  moderately 
active,  Good  to  Prime  90#  and  heavier  first  to 
clear.  Demand  was  moderate  for  spring  lamb, 
'.•fell  balanced  movement  of  forequarter  cuts, 
but  hindsaddles  on  the  slow  side  till  late 
when  demand  broadened.  Fresh  pork  trade  gener- 
ally rather  slow,  upturning  loin  prices 


primarily  a  result  of  higher  costs  at  re- 
placement level. 

PACIFIC  COAST  -  Carcass  steer  and  heifer 
beef  followed  a  bullish  trend  for  the  second 
consecutive  week  influenced  by  higher  replace- 
ment costs  and  advancing  midwestern  prices. 
Steer  beef  sold  steady  to  50(f  higher  in 
California,  heifer  steady  to  250  higher, 
both  classes  50#  to  $1.00  higher  in  the 
Portland-Seattle  area.   Cow  beef  was  50ji  to 
$1.50  higher  in  Los  Angeles,  steady  to  strong 
in  other  areas.   Calf  and  veal  held  to  a 
uniformly  steady  to  strong  pattern  but  spring 
lamb  was  quite  irregular,  steady  to  $1.00 
higher  in  Los  Angeles,  50j!  to  $1.00  lower 
in  San  Francisco  and  steady  in  the  Northwest. 
Fresh  pork  loins  sold  $2.00-4.00  lower  in 
California,  steady  to  $1.00  lower  in  Port- 
land and  Seattle;  other  fresh  pork  steady 
to  $1.00  lower.

Supplies  of  all  meats  were  generally 
moderate  for  trade  requirements,  hot  weather 
a  factor  in  consumer  demand  in  Los  Angeles.

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COLD  STORAGE  HOLDINGS  OF  MEATS  AND  LARD,     JULY  31,   1962 


Warehouse  stocks  of  meat  and  meat  products  totaled  449  million  pounds  on  August  1. 
This  was  a  net  reduction  during  July  of  64  million  pounds  compared  with  a  52-million 
pound  decline  a  year  earlier  and  the  5-year  average  seasonal  decline  of  61  million 
pounds.     Stocks  were  only  1  percent     greater  than  last  year  and  were  nearly  the  same 
as  the  5-year  average.     August  1  stocks  of  cooler  and  freezer  beef,   at  122  million 
pounds,     were  down  1  million  pounds  during  July,     compared  with  a  4-million  pound 
increase  a  year  earlier.     Total  pork  holdings  declined  58  million  pounds,     compared 
with  a  51-million  pound  decline  during  July  1961  and  the  average  reduction  of  56 
million  pounds.     Frozen  pork  totaled  204  million  pounds,     a  decline  of  53  million 
pounds,  while  cooler  pork,   at  33  million  pounds,  was  5  million  pounds  less  than  July  1.

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THE       LIVESTOCK       AND       MEAT       SITUATION

SUMMARY 

Supported  by  stronger  demand,  meat  animal  prices  generally  at  midyear 
were  above  a  year  ago.  The  index  of  prices  received  by  farmers  for  meat 
animals  in  July  was  310  (1910-1^100),  up  21  points  from  July  1961,  and  6 
points  above  January  this  year. 

Seasonal  increases  in  livestock  marketings  are  underway.  This  year's 
calf  crop  is  expected  to  be  2  percent  larger  than  in  1961,  but  most  of  these 
animals  will  be  retained  on  farms.  The  cattle  and  calf  inventory  is  expected 
to  increase  again  this  year- -probably  about  the  same  as  last  year's  gain  of 
2.0  million  head.  The  1962  lamb  crop  is  forecast  at  20. k   million  head,  down  k 
percent  from  last  year.  The  pig  crop  this  year  will  be  1  percent  smaller  than 
in  1961,  if  producers  carry  out  reported  intentions  for  fall  far rowings . 

Relatively  stable  fed  cattle  prices  seem  probable  through  the  remainder 
of  the  summer.  Some  moderate  declines  are  expected  in  the  fall,  with  prices 
probably  falling  below  those  a  year  earlier  by  the  end  of  the  year.  Third- 
quarter  marketings  of  fed  cattle  will  be  about  the  same  as  a  year  earlier,  but 
marketings  are  expected  to  increase  this  fall. 

Feeder  cattle  and  calf  prices  may  ease  downward  slightly  during  the  fall 
but  a  sharp  price  break  is  not  expected.  Cow  slaughter  this  summer  and  fall 
is  expected  to  exceed  that  of  a  year  before,  and  prices  will  decline  season- 
ally. A  significant  decline  in  cow  prices  would  put  additional  downward  pres- 
sure on  prices  of  the  lower  grades  of  slaughter  cattle  and  to  a  lesser  degree 
on  prices  of  fed  cattle . 

Feed  costs  and  the  cost  of  feeder  cattle  were  generally  higher  in  the 
1961-62  feeding  season  than  a  year  earlier,  but  improved  prices  for  fat  cattle 
resulted  in  higher  average  net  returns.  Prospects  for  profits  in  the  coming 
feeding  season  are  below  last  year  but  about  average  for  the  last  8  years . 
Prices  for  feeder  cattle  this  fall  probably  will  be  close  to  those  last  fall, 
although  feed  prices  likely  will  be  a  little  higher.  Cattle  feeding  is  at  a 
record  level,  however,  and  feeders  are  operating  under  the  threat  of  possible 
price  weaknesses  due  to  heavier  marketings  during  the  late  fall  and  winter 
period. 

Hog  marketings  throughout  this  summer  probably  will  be  near  year-ago 
levels,  but  during  the  seasonally  heavy  slaughtering  period  this  fall  market- 
ings will  be  under  those  of  last  fall.  Prices  will  be  slightly  above  a  year 
earlier  this  fall.  However,  this  winter  prices  likely  will  drop  moderately 
below  last  winter--if  producers  carry  out  their  plans  for  2  percent  more  farrow- 
ings  for  this  fall's  crop. 

Marketings  of  sheep  and  lambs  in  the  second  half  of  this  year  will 
probably  be  off  somewhat  more  than  the  estimated  h   percent  smaller  1962  lamb 
crop  would  indicate.  The  average  price  paid  to  producers  for  lambs  in  mid- July 
was  $19.10  per  100  pounds,  $3.10  above  July  1961.  Lamb  prices  probably  will 
continue  to  decline  seasonally  through  summer  but  remain  significantly  above 
last  year  through  the  rest  of  1962. 

Production  of  all  red  meat  in  1962  is  currently  expected  to  total  about 
28.9  billion  pounds  or  slightly  over  1  percent  more  than  in  1961.  Prospective 
increases  are  divided  about  equally  between  beef  and  pork.  This  increase  in 
output  plus  imports  about  equal  to  a  year  earlier  probably  will  hold  per  capita 
consumption  very  near  last  year's  rate  of  l6l  pounds  per  person.
